one of the original parties to the same.

ht. The name of the hedge planter or grower. 
2d. The name of' the other party to the contract. 
8d. The numbers of' the land which the hedge is de­

signed to benefit. 
4th. The date of the contract or time of planting the 

hed~e. 
5th. The number of rods planted. 
6th. The price to be raid and the time of' payment for 

the planting or growing of the same.
